GENEVA (UPI) — India 
today proposed a network 
of monitoring stations in 
neutral countries to police 
an immediate moratorium 
on nuclear testing until the 
big powers can agree on a 
treaty with adequate safe­ 
guards.' 
Indian Defense Minister V. K. 
Krishna Menon suggested the ar­ 
rangement to the 17-natkm disar 
mament conference in an attempt 
to break the East-West deadlock 
cm nuclear controls. 
Krishna Menon’* proposal was 
closer to the Soviet stand on test 
ban controls than to that of the 
United States and Britain. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
reacted immediately with a re­ 
newal of the Western demand for 
inspection as well as detection 
He said this was the only way to 
end suspicion. 
Issues Statement 
Rusk, in a statement issued by 
the U.S delegation said: 
"The ’remaining issue to be set 
tied—if there is to be a nuclear 
test ban—is the ability to obtain 
the necessary aihount of objec 
tive international scientific infor 
ma Lion and inspection. 
“Such information and inspec 
lion would place a burden on no 
one and involve no espionage 
What it would do it would remove 
suspicion and provide confidence 
that agreements not to test are 
being adequately maintained.’*
